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THE PHILIPPINE CURRENCY. 
a rane 
The Manila 7imes, of a recent date, reports 
that there is considerable’ disappointment in 
commercial and financial circles because the 
* Philippines Commussion adjaurned its Benguet 
sessions without making any announcement as’ 
to the plan under which the new curren: y isto 
be introduced and the old currency converted 
It is known that the subject was discussed at 
length by the cammissioners but it is im- 
possible to obtain a hi t ns to the policy upon 
which they decided. The governinent is 
evidently determined to delay action until itis 
in a position to make the change and in such 
manner as to protect the general public as ‘far 
as possible. : 


Meantime silver continues to advance in the 
markets of the worl and the price is such that 
silver can be shipped from here to San- 
Francisco and sold at a nice profit. It was 
worth 2,30 a! San Francisco yesterday and the 
difference beiween that price and the Manila 
rate would readily pay freight and insurance 
and Teave a go do margin of profit besides. 
There has been: a sbeavy movement of silver 
away from here but i: bas not becn as great as 
the sjeculative opportunity would see. to 


warrant, [t is evident that holders of silver 
here are awaiting the «ction of the government 
before deciding what they will do with their, 
metal, . 

The sud ten and unexpected advance in the 


price df silver has very materially changed the 
situation whichconfronted the government when 
it first’ made plans for establishing a stable 
curnncy. Tt was then thought that the 
government would take a handsome profit in 
Seigniorage but that prospect grows slimmer 
as the price of the white metal soars upwards. 
Asa matter of fact the price at Manila has not 
kept pace with the actual ptice of the metal in 
the markets which ordinatily control the 
matter, Vesterday silver sold here at t1 points 
above the San Francisco price and at varying 
rates above the price in other cities including 
those of the Orient. It will therefare be in- 
teresting to know whether the. governinent in 
fixing the rate of conversion will follow the 
price here. or elsewhere. Speculation upor 
the question is rather futi'e, however, for while 
the silver market seems very firm now there 
may be achanre at any time and.the govern- 
ment: may decide to cross the bridge only 
when it reaches it.

ho‘d, but a source of posstbie danger to the 
inhabitants living in the vicinity at atime of 
‘year when infections diseases are lurking about 
town and the dreaded plague is claiming its 
victims by the score every day. The smell 
emanating’ fron the holds of the boats when 
partially filled before they sail away for their 
dumping ground is positively offensive, and, for 
all our correspondent. might know, the air 
arising from the fowl rubbish heap, pent up as 
itis, may be charged with all kinds of discase 
spreading germs, It is suggested that some 
system of disinfection be resorted to in order 
tw lessen the offensiveness to the olfactory 
sense of the refuse collected in the bouts, As 
for the removal of excretal matter the corres: 
pondent points out that the operations are not 
‘concluded even by seven o'clock every morn. 
Ting. He leaves one to imagine the purity of 
the atmosphere in the locality referred to at 
this time of year when the buckets are emptied 
of their contents, under the hot rays of the sun, 
into the boats awaiting their reception. Surely, 
there should be devised some means to mili- 
gate the necessary evils inherent to a system 
which is capable of improvement,

MR. POLLOCK’S QUESTIONS AT THE 
SANITARY BOARD. 


Tot Enron of tim Honckong Tetecra ri” 


Sir,—In the answer given by the A.M.O.H. 
to Mx. Pollock’s question No. 1, 7¢ dead bodies 
found in public streets, I noticed that 37.5 per 
cent. of the plague cases were dumped and that 
the figure is the highest compared with the 
returns: for the Jast five years. “The main 
reasons, 1 understand, are that the Chinese in 
this Colony are afraid’ of the Sanitary Board 
more than the pestilence itself, as they know 
too well that, if they report a Plague case to 
the Sanitary Authorities, both the living and 
the dead are to suffer alike to a certain extent 
—cither their property destroyed or, in many 
instances, valuable articles lost or stolen during 
the disinfecting operations, and’ that people, 
living above and under the flat in which a case 
of plague occurred, are also to share the same 
suffering by being forced to remain inside the 
louse for a considerable time waiting for the 
arrival Of the disinfecting gang for their 
“torture.” . 

It is no wonder that the plague spreads in 30 
rapid a manner, for the unfortunate occupiers 
of the same house might very likely get infect- 
ed while being forcibly confined there just to 
share the fate brought to them by the vic. 
timised. Such being the case, I can hardly 
enumera‘e how many of these unfor.unate 
people, after having been unconcernedly im: 
prisoned ina plague-infected house for a very 
‘unreasonable time, have actually contracted 
the disense and run away from the Colony just 
to dic peacefully elsewhere. Jt is exceedingly 
lamentable to picture such a scene of which 
many of your readers, especialty the draftsmen 
of the Bye-laws, might have absolutely no 
knowledge. It is now gratifying to learn, how- 
ever, that Mr, Pollock, having at last. realised 
the fact that’ some of ‘the sanitary measures 
are -100- drastic altogether.to be carried ‘out 


the same floor in which a case of, plague occurs 
arg to.be disinfected in future. The Chinese 
should give Mt. ,Pollock great credit for his

The A. M. O. H. has also mentioned that the 
Board are now offering compensation for 
articles destroyed during disitfectian, which 
seems a very wise course; bu: [ shauld like to 
know how many of those disinfecting inspectors 
and their underlings have been informed of the 
Board's intention, 1 should suggest that these 
inspectors and the whale gang of coolies should 
he held responsible for damages done to all 
articles, and that the neces‘ary compensation 
should bz paid out of their salaries and wages, 
and not from (he Government, so that they may 
know that by unreasonably thruwing away other 
people's money, they themselves have to lose 
something as well.

ELLIS KADOORIE CHINESE 
SCHOOLS SOCIETY, 
——~e 
Th: second annual report of these schools 
for 1902-03-is just to hand, It is as follows :~ 
In presenting the second annual report on 
the work done by the society, the council hopes 
that the recard of progress and achievement 
doring the past year will nieet with general 
satisfaction. One circumstance il can point to 
with special pleasure, The eforts of the society 
to enrol members among the gentry in the 
neighbouring ports have roused the inhabitants 
of those cities to their educational needs with 
the result that at their instigation the proviucial 
authorities have taken steps to open free schools 
in those districts modelled upon the plan of 
the society, ‘This fact is a strong practical 
endorsement of the society's objects and 
methods, and it is pratifying proof (hat, al leas! 
in one comer of China, the rulers, and the 
masses are beginning (o realize that education 
on Western lines is essential for the progress 

and welfare of the empire. © * 

‘The alerations and repairs of the buildings 
at Ngau Chow, Honam, were not complete till 
the beginning of March so that the school 
established in that district was not opened til 
the 8th of the month. “When the opening was 
advertised, .more than 600 applications for 
adinission were received, whilst the accommo 
dation was suthcient for only half that number 
<\ strict entvance examination had therefore to 
be held, and only those who successfully passed 
it were admitted. The building is situated in 
a very canvenient locality, and has received 
every attention as to sanitation, All the houses 


to the right, and at the rear, of the school have. 


‘since been purchased with a view to their 
demolition and the turning of their site inio a 
recreation ground, where the pupils may ‘have 
drill. 
. In connection with this school it may as wel 
be mentioned that its expenses have, so far, 
been defrayed by the Head Office, the local 
committee having contributed almost nothing 
beyond their original subscriptions, { 
rortly after the Honam school was opened, 
the president, accompanied by the secretary, 
proceeded to Shanghai, and, with the assistance 
of the local committee, opened a school in Park 
Road on the ist of April. On the opening day 
only §0 candidates presented themselves; most 
of those who had previously registered thei: 
names having gone up-country on account of 
the tomb festival, This school has accommo- 
dation sufficient for 300 pupils, and is now filled 
to its full capacity which alone limits the 
number of the scholars, 

While on the subject of the Shanghai branch, 
the council deems it advisable to inform the 
members that the Cantonese merchants at that 
port almost simultaneously opened a school 
for ‘the .education of their own children, and it 
is being conducted on practically the same 
lines as the society's school, Lad it not been 
fur tis competition, the society might 
have met with better success as regards 
subscriptions. In admitting scholars, the locat 
committee were very particular as to the social 
Status of the, pupils’ parents. They had, no 
doubt, good reason for being so, and, conse- 
quently, Messrs. Kadoorie and Lau Chu Pak 
did not think it advisable to interfere. 

On their return from Shanghai, the president 
and the secretary ‘made preparations for the 
opening of the Canton school, Originally ‘it 
was the intention of the Council to secure a 
place in the neighbourhood of the Western 
suburb, where the well-to-do people reside, 
butas all the efforts of the local committee 
failed, they were compelled to rent the present 
premises in Yuet Shaw. Strect, in the old 
Manchu city, at a rather inconvenient distance. 
This schoo! was conducted differently frem the: 
others, The officials, who are members of the 
local conymiltee, planned out the work after the 

} manner adopted in those institutions which 
are supporied purely by the provincial govern- 
ment. Hence boarders were taken, the Chi. 
nese teaching was'separated from the English, 
and everything was done in official style, As 
was expected, the Chinese professers paid 
scant attention to modern reformed methods, 
and their failure to enforce discipline gradually 
Iced to their disagreement with the English 
masters, who naturally refused ‘to ass‘st in con- 
trolling the pupils in the Chinese classes. For, 
further particulars on this matter, the members’ 
are ref rred to the report of the Headmaster 
(Me. Kirshope), + 

The number of pupils this school was allowed 


. 
knowtedge of their own language is such as to 
qual fy them for official appointments. 

In H.E. Tao Mo the society has fost a most 
sympathetic frierd ‘and hearty supporter. 
Owin,; to impaired health, he had to retire into 
private life, !ut died shortly after his resigna-_ 
tion was accepted. At this stage of its progress, 
the society cannot but feel deeply the lossof the 
help of such an influential ond enlightened. 
gentleman. 

As regards the financial position of the 
society, the council regrets that it cannot report 
simitar progress. The president and the 
secretary, wih the assistance of the subscrip: 
tion committee, have exerted themselves to the 
utmost, but bad times, famine, and other causes 
have militated against their efforts to such an 
extent that they failed ‘to collect even half the 
amount expended last year.’ 

Deducting $9,8)5.09 paid to the Chinese 
Chamber ¢f Commerce for the 30 years’ lease 
of the Hongkong school, and $11,178.58 spent 
on the Honam premises,—which appear in the 
balance shect as assets in hand,—the society 
has, in reality, on this date, anly $49,.00. Out 
of the interest on this sum three schools have to 
be supported in the immediate future, the ev 
pensés of which, ut the rate’ of about $800¢0 
each, per month, ainount roughly to $7,400, a 
month. 

Che alternative has, therefore, been forced 
upon the council to charge fees in all the’ 
schools, Notices hive accordingly been dis- 
tributed amongst the pupils of these institutions 
to the effect that, froin the commencement of 
next session, euch pupil will be required to 
make a contribution atthe rate of $24.4 y ar, 
towards the support of the school at which he 


receives his tuition, and itis but just to state 
that there are indications that the fees will be 
paid ungrudgingly, and that this idea of the 
council will prove a complete success, 

Efforts have likewise been made in Shanghai 
0 raise funds, an. there the president’s appeals 
“seem to have met with a better response. The 
Shanghai -chool has, so far, been self-support- 
ing, requiring no assistance whatever from the 
head office. The council highly appreciates 
the hearty spirit with which the local commit 
tee of that branch has taken up the work, 

With refer nce to the work done in the 
various schouls, the result is eminently satis- 
factory. The English” headmasters ‘and their 
staffs have stuck to their duties manfully, and 
in spite of opposition and discouragement, 
have carried out everything committed to their 
care in a creditab'e manner. Their reports, 
hereto app:nded, speak for themselves.

According todespatches: received at Haiphong. , 


from Laokay the troubles in Yunnan Provinces, 
as recently reporied in our columns, have been 
brooding for some time past, - Chinese troops 
were sent against the rebels, but were so com- 
pletely routed that foreigners were advised to 
assemble inthe cities of Yunnanfu and Mer gtsz, 
which weresubsequently besieged. A preclama- 
tion issued at Kiotcheon was to the effect that 
the rising was directed against a certain taotai 
who bad been in charge of some mines where he 
is said to have extorted money and decapitated 
some of the employes, This proclamati: n sct 
out'that it was his head that was wanted and 
foreigners would have nothing to.fear, Latest 
information to hand is to the effect that the 
siege of Mengtsz had ceased, but that the 
rebels still, held Linangfu. The Trench 
wuthorities have troops in readiness to enter 
Yunnan, and the workers on the railway line 
to the frontier are protected by soldicrs, At 
the date the despatch left Laokay, a7th May, 
there were 3,000 Chinese troops in Yunnanfu 
and 2,000 in Mengtsz. .

Of these 12 were fatal cases, all 
Chinese, ‘The return records seven European 
cases notified as having occurred at the follow- 
ing places, viz.t-two from 392, Des Vorx 
Read West, and one each from the Central 
Police Station, the Kennedy Town Hospital, 
the steamer Dunstafuagee, the Hongkong 
Hotel, and one case of a European of 
no fixed abode. We mentioned in our 
issue last evening that there was a suspected 
case ina hotel, and although it-is recorded 
in the return to» rday, we learn ‘from another 
source that the patient, a lady, will leave the 
Hospital to-morrow. (ther cases include an 
‘Indian at the Victoria Gaol quarters, and a 
Japanese, of Ship Street.

PLAGE AND THE FLEA 
THEORY. 


Seven years have almost past since Bonibay 
city was convulsed by the first appearance of 
plague, but the ascertained facts with regard 
to the spread of the disease are, for all 
practical purposes, a//, There is still a great 
abstract speculation proceeding 
amongst medical amen ant scientists, and a 
number of plaus.ble theories built on close 
observation, but we remain without a single 
generaliz tion which promises to yicld any ex- 
Hut repeated failures have no! 
enmisely discouraged the diligent workers who 
are endeavouring to Hft the veil. From time 
to time the courageous thinkers come forward 
with new theories, state then before competent 
judges, see them ruthlessly criticised out o 
existence, and return to the laboratory to wark 
anew. The most noteworthy of these attempts 
to fathom the works of plague is that of 
Captain W. Glen Liston, M.D, ALS. who 
discoursed with a striking amount of plausibility 
of the flea being responsible for much of our 
troubles. On the accepted truth of the axiem 
that prevention is better than cure, a consider 
able amount of study bas been devoted to the 
inquiry of how plague spreads, Were it 
possible ta explore the main channel along

line of argument closely, we have plague in the 
rat flea, andthe flea has trinsferred itself to 
man, Examenation of many plague cases 
favours the idea thal infection may result from 
the biles of thes: insects rather than from any 
skin abrasion, as phlyctenules are most com: 
mon justin the situ ations which are most sub- 
ject to attacks by fleas, Briefly stated, that is 
Ciptain Glen Listan!s - case, and he is able to 
harmonize with it a considerable amount ol 
evidence recording the possible manner in 
which people have become plague infected. 
© e case quoted is that in which twenty men 
were employed to remove dead plague rats, and 
ten lied. Others, who did not handle the rats, 
but worked. where they were found, did snot. 
suffer. ‘The theory finds additional support io 
the failure of those earlier speculations which 
exercised the public mind when plague first’ 
broke out. We are info:med that bacteriological 
evidence is uniform in maintaining that plague 
germs, naturally or artificially placed on soil 
clothing or geaic, rapidly disappear, or at least, 
cannot be, recovered: fran these substances 
even a few days after infection: Waving thus 
far established the flea theory, Captain Glen 
Liston deals with the seasonal prevalence of 
plague, acurious characteristic, and particularly 
in Bombay, which bas added con ideralaly to 
The visitations have invariably 
taken place between the months of December 
and May. In the year 1930 we had two 
epidemics in twelve months, the second con: 
mencing in July, anabnormal development 
which bas pot since been r.peated. Captain 
Glen Liston urges that these Seasonal attacks 
can be more easily accounted for by. the 
greater prevalence of some intermediary host 
of the plague bacillus after the sime manner 
as the prevalence of malaria is a-sociated 
with the prevalence of certain species of an- 
opheles. He says: ‘I have been informed 
by several people, chiefly natives, that the 
plague season in Hombay corresponds with 
the maximum prevalence of fleas,- Th's is un- 
doubtedly true of r.t fleas, for they are most 
numerous at the rat-breeding season,"—that is, 
the early months of the year. 

It is at this point that the theory is least 
convincing. It is only necessary ti examine 
the plague charts outlining the progress of the 
various epideinics to discover material diff 
culty to fitin with this generalization, In the 
months of January. February and March the 
plague mounts rapidly up to a high rate of 
mortality, and as mysteriously comes toppling 
down again in. April and May. These pheno- 
mena have mostly been associated with the 


badvent and disappearance of :the cold weather, 


andit is true that the line closely follows the line 
of the thermometer. This year there has been 
a prolonged cold weather, and a much severer 
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attack than experienced last year, [tis scarcely 
possible that fleas cuuld develop suddenly the 
energy necessary to bring about such results, 
and annunlly at a given point diminish the 
attack. At the original discussion of the paper, 
Major Bannerman raised the point that in cer- 
tain expriments fleas had failed to carry disease 
from one susceptible animal to another, and, 
further, considered the experience of the plague 
hospitals in Bombay and elsewhere antayonis- 
tic. He said, “Unless it can be proved that 
fleas are absent from , hospitals, this theory 
must fall to the ground. Prima facie, it seems 
very improbable that hospitals full of patients 
and their unwashed friends sheuld be free from 
fleas! . ww 1g) “Another thought that 
occurs to me is that in the days of house-to- 
house visitation, hundreds of susceptible people 
must have daily visited plague inflected rooms, 
and become thus covered with vermin of various 
kinds, and yet oneseldom heard ofcasesof plague 
among them.” These are undoubtedly hard 
fences for Captain Glen Liston to get over,

LHL KASHMIR SILK INDUSTRY, 
: ———_ 

The silk industry run by the Kashmir Durbu 
is advancing with rapid strides, ard, thanks to 
European management, is growing to be an 
enormous enterprise and promises to be: not 
only a source of substantial revenue to the 
State, but a factor of phenomenal prosperity to 
the people. Kashmir, as is generally known, 
is a land of Nature's bounty and named the’ 
Fertile, -Among, much, clse that favoused soil 
produces luxuriantly is the mulberry tree—the 
food par excellence of the silkworm. Several 
years ol (ceble, hall-informed, indigenous efforts 
were spe t to take advantage of this happy 


.circumstance ia order to rear the silkworm for 


the, market, but ‘for want of organisation the 
halting exercise was never renumerative, and 
the indolent villagers could see nothing in it to 
inspire within him dreams of avarice, The 
introduction, however, of expert European 
management under State control, galvanised 
the industry to such a considerable extent, that 
At present Kashmir silk is now being woven in 
enormous quantities on Continentallooms, It 
was soon found by the management that s Ik- 
worm could not fur some cl:matic or other 
reason be bred in Kashmir, but ance the 
egg was introduced the worm could be reared 
therefrom quite successfully, A large ‘im: 
portation of exgs from Maly was accordingly 
aranged, and the supply is now renewed 
annually ata very small cust, as the eggs them- 
selves ars cheap and the frei,ht invonsiderable 
in view of the small bulk and weight of the 
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annually from the central dupit at Srinagar to 
the villages in the valley for many miles 
around and the silkworm ‘is there reared on 
mulberry leaves, ‘The work is so light and so 
simple that once the directions issued to the 
villagers from the head dep‘ have been 
grasped, women and children can carry it on 
with ease in their liesure, and thus the ordinary 
agricultural pursuits of ihe valley remains en- 
tirely uninterfered with, The profits are in 
fact in the nature of additional pocket-money 
for the villagers—pocketmoney which often 
amounts to much more than all their earnings 
put together, When the cocoon has been 
finally open the silk is gathered in and carried 
to the great factory at Srinagar, where it is 
worked up by means of up-to-date Furopean 
machinery into silk thread ready for export ta 
Continental weavers, To old residents of 
Ka hmir an unique spectacle is presented on a 
fine morning, of an er ormous process'on of 
men, and women and children carrying raw 
silkf om the villavesinto Srinagar. Thousands 
of maunds of ‘the stuff are being brought in, 
and a simple villager may receive as much as 
two hundred rupees in payinent for his own 
contribution of silk, So faras the Durbar is 
concerned the pr. fils netted this year amount, 
as we are informed, to about six lakhs of 
rupees, which represents a return of something 
like ico percent. on the capital expenditu e. 
his profit is, of course, quite in addition to the 
enormous earnings of the villagers, What 
§ more the enterprise is now prowing rap.dly 
in magnitude and altogether Kashmir seems 
to be in for a yood thing, The enthysiasin 
of the reposeful villagers has been fairly 
excited, and chevy ale becoming more and 
more keen to parlicipate in the game.

For the moment Mr. Dooley represents 
Americin humour. We have had his “ Philo. 
sophy” and his “Opinions,” and his most recent 
Ponouncements appear in book farm as his 
“Observatians.” His books must not be taken 
in large doses, or the peculiar trish-American 
dialect grows wearisome, He comes before the 
public across the Atlantic in instalments, at the 
rate ofa column ata time in the newspapers. 
This is how Mr. Dooley should be rend. A
